Secretary Manning and_ every 
ether = iligh otticial of the treasury 
have bern opposed to silver, and have tried to 
brivg it into disfavor, there is absolutely no 
truth in the report that their opinions or action 
in this matter was the occasion of the secrcta- 
ry’sresiguation. For several weeks it has 
been known that Secretary Manning intended 
to resign just assoonas the president woald 
consent for him to leave thetreasury. He has 
not yet acccpted the presidency of the New 
York bank. which has been teudered to bin, 
because he wantedto lay down the treasury 
portfolio before he made any such arrange- 
ment.

The Senate Discusses an Amendment by Mr, 
Hale. 

W asiixGton, February 15.--In the senate, 
Mr. Jones, of Nevada, from the committee on 
finance, reported back the house amendments 
to the trade dollar bill, with recommendation 
that they be concurred in. 

‘The amendments were non-concurred in.,and 


a conjerence asked. 


Messrs. Jones, of Nevada, Morriiland Beck, 
were appointed conferees on the part ot the 
senate. 

Mr. Hoar offered a resolution authorizing the 
sub-committee of the committee on privileges 
and electioxs (inguiring intothe Washington 
county, Texas. troubles), to inquire whether 
there bes been any attempt by the United 
States district attorney for the western district 
of Texas, or by the United States marshal, or 
any of his deputies, to interfere with, or - ob- 
struct the investigation, or to obstruct and in- 
timidate witnesses. Laid over, under obiec- 
tion. 

The senate took up Mr. Cameron’s bill to in- 
crease the naval establishment. 

Mr. Hale offered an amendment that if the 
speed of any vessel shall exceed) twenty knots 
an hour thecontrator shall receive $50,000 for 
every additional quarter knot: and if it shall 
be less than twenty knots an hour, there shall 
be deducted from the contract $50,000 for 
every quarter knet below twenty knots. 

Mr. Hale explained and defended the 
amendment. He offered it as a practical meas- 
ure. Itdid not involve the abandonment of 
the twenty-knot speed; but it did not encour- 
age and stimulate contractors to enter on this 
great work, in contracts that would be their 
ruin, if they failed,to the extent of a quarter of 
knot§ 

Mr, VanWyck characterized the amendment 

a5 One for enabling the committee to “hedge.” 
or the navai department to hedge, or contract- 
ors to hedge, against the government and 
against the people. He thought that the sen 
ate should show little hesitancy about this bill, 
and “go slow.’ He believed thatthe real 
ject ot thesetwin bills(as oftwo companion 
ordnance bills) was to deplete the treasury so 
that there should be noexcuse for reducing 
oppressive tariff duties.

Does Notice to Ghangethe Kales Preseut 
One. 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—The speaker 
announced theappointment of Messrs. Peel, 
Skinnerand Perkins as conferees on the In- 
dian appropriation bill. 

After the disposal of the business on the 
speaker's table, Mr. Henderson, of lowa, called 
up the resolution discharging the committee of 
the whole from the further consideration of the 
senate bill granting a pension to Mary S. Lo- 
gap, and making that bill the special order for 
today. Against this resolution a point of order 
was pending that itdid not present a privileged 
question and was not entitled to immediate 
consideration. 

As bearing upon the question Mr. Hammond 
made long citations from the debate which 
occurred inthe house in 15%2, at the time of 
the. adoption of the rule known as “Pound” 
rule. This was the only occasion since 1794 
when the direct question was raised as to 
whcther notice of a change of rules presented 
privileged. matter when called up, and upon 
that oceasion the weight of the argnment had 
been so great againstthe aflirmative of the 
proposition that Mr. Pound, of Wisconsin, 
author of the propeséd change of rules, had 
voluntarily abandoned his proposition, and 
;ermiited his measure to be referred to the 
committee on rules. 

Mr. Dibble,of South Carolina,contended that 
Mr. Henderson’s resolution involved. a change 
cf rule and, therefore, presented a privileged 
uestion, after due notiee having been given. 
it had been decided over and over again that 
a report from the committee on rules, making 
scme measure a special order, was privileged. 

Mr. Willis inquired whether it would be in 
order to refer the pending proposition to the 
committee on rales with certain instruetions. 

The speaker stated that it would not, and on 
operation of the speaker's decision, the Hen- 
— resolution was sent tothe committee on 
rules. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, submitted a con- 
ference report on ‘the anti*Mormon .bill, aud it 
be ordered printed.and laid-over until Thurs- 

ay. 

The heuse then went into committee of the 
whole on the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priation bill. There was nothing in the rules 
which made the reports of that committee 
privileged, and their privileged character was 
not.derived from the committee, but was in- 
berent in the subject-ethe anatter of reports. 
Therefore, a resolution making a special order, 
vas privileged withont having been reported 
from the committee on rules. 

The speaker then rendered his decision, in 
which he reviewed the question involved ex- 
haustively. At the first session of the 48th 
congress, he said the present occupant of the 
chair had rendered a decision ona similar point 
and he had then deeided (quoting the decision 
at length) that notice to change the rules when 
called up did not present a privileged question, 
but was subject to all the rules and must be 
referred to the committee on rules. 

The chair had reviewed not only that de- 
cision but all cther decisions «accessible, and 
stilladhered to theconstrnetion he had then 
placed npon the rules. The chair thought that 
no matier how the proposition came before the 
house in the first instance, it must, when again 
culled up, gote the committee on rules, He 
therefore sustained the point of order. 

Upon the points of order raised by Mr. 
Rurnes, of Missouri, practically all items which 
increase any exi-tivg salaries or provide for 
such contingent cxpenses of foreign missions 
as rent, postage telegrams, clerk hire, etc., were 
stricken out: alsoitems providing for the erec- 
tion or repair of legation buildings.

FAILED FOR A MILLION. 


A HEAVY BUSINESS DISASTER IN 
GALVESTON. 


Black, Qpponheimer & Co., Wholesale Dry Goods 
Turn Over Their Stock and Buildingto Credi- 
tors—Too Much Credit to Country Cus- 
tomers the Cause of Their Failure. 


GALVESTON, February 15.—The wholesale 
dry goods and boot and shoe house of Black, 


Oppenheimer & Co. filed for record this mora- | 
ing a transfer of their entire stock and also their © 
business premises in payment of obligations due 
to local ereditors. These local debts aggregate — 
$225,787, chiefly owing to banks and local cap- | 
italists, who indorsed for the firm. The stock © 
was invoiced and turned overat 70 cents on the 
The building 


dollar, aggregating $204 820. 
and fixtures were transferred ata net valua- 
tion of $20,000 less the amount of the mortgage. 
The total liabilities of the firm will reach 
$750,000, all of which, except that which is 
secured as above, is owing in New York city. 
Over $50,000 is due H. B. Claflin & Co. 

The members of the firm are Louis Black, 


Leopold Oppenheimer, Elsie Michael, Jacob — 


Lowentheil and Sylvain Lyon. Mr. Lyoenis 
now in New York, where le has been since the 
ist of January. It is stated that nearly all the 
western creditors are unsecured; also that many 
beok aecounts and notes due the firm at the 
time of the transfer are of doubtful value. The 
firm has been doing a poor basiness for the past 
three years. 

But very little can be ascertained here re- 
garding eastern creditors, except the fact that 
debts aggregating nearly half a million are 
unsecured. The failurc is the largest and most 
serious that has occured here in fourteen years. 
Business men attribute the failure toa heavy 
line of country credits. It is stated that nearly 
$400,000 is owing to the firm from country 
creditors. The best of these claims 
bave been discounted in the east. It is 
feared a number of small failures througheut 


the state may follow. About four yea 
the firm of Ress & Russell transforrojghet 
cally all thoir assets to preferred loc#rcredi- 


tors. The transfer was contested by eastern 
creditors, who carried th;> question to the su- 
preme court of Texas, which held that the 
transfer was valid. It is under this authority 
that the attorneys. have advised the present 
sale of the stobk and building. 

Until recently the firm owned nearly #200,- 
000 in trust loans in New York, but since the 
first of January these trust debts in the east 
bave been liquidated to the extaapet the pay- 
ment of $175,000, the money ‘ he same 
baving been borrowed in Galveston. The 
failure was precipitated by Mr. Oppenheimer, 
the New York resident partner, who, it is said, 
broke down under a severe strain, and on last 
Saturday night telegraphed to his partners 
that their paper would go to protest today.

Therefore the committee urges 
npon the house with the greatest possible earnest- 
hess, the necessity of providing at once for the 
building of the vessels suggested in the substitute. 

The bill reported has already been described 
and isa substitute for Mr. Lawler’s resolution 
for the immediate appropriation of $50,000,000 
to be expended by the secretary of the navy in 
the construction and armament of new vessels; 
Themas’s bill, to increase the nayal establish- 
ment; Herbert's bill, to farther increase the 
paval establishment: Ballentinc’s bill, to pro- 
vide for the construction of a steam 
cruising vessel of war, a Lundborg 
ship of twenty knots speed; Merriman’s 
bill for the purchase ot§Ericsson’s “Destroyer,” 
aud ten enlarged steel vessels of the same type: 
Harmer’s bill for the construction of two com- 
posite training ships: King’s bill for the con- 
struction of steel clad rams without guns; and 
Lore’s bill for the construction of a Lundborg 
vessel of twenty knots’ speed. These bills 
provide for an aggregate appropriation of 3$i9,- 
0°2,000, while the substitute bill contemplates 
an ultimate expenditure of $4,920,000, and

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THE ALLEGED OUTRAGES. 


The Sub-Committee of Elections Taking 
Tesiimony. 

WAsHiInGTon, February 15.—Investigations 
of the alleged political outrages in Washington 
county, Texas, was begun by the sub-commit- 
tee of senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions this morning. The investigating com- 
‘mittee consists of Messrs. Evarts, chairman: 
‘Peller, Spooner, Pugh and Eustis. All were 
but 
Evarts and Pugh were called sway to attend a 
meeting of the judiciary committee. Judge 
Lafayette Kirk, county judge of Washington 
eounty, Texas,and Lewis R. Bryan,a lawyer 
of Brenham, were present as counsel! for the 
defense, and T, D. Jodon,an attorney of . Bren- 
ham, was present to serve in the same capacity 
for the prosecution. 

Marshal Booker, a farmer of Independence, 
Washington county, 26 years of age, an inde- 
pendent in politics, testified that he was in 
company with Colonel C.P. Spann, one of the 
judges of election of Lott’s precinct, carrying 
the ballet box to Brenham, when the 
box was taken from them by masked and 
azmed men, who held them up and took from 
their wagon the ballot box and tally-sheets. 

C, P. Spann, democratic in politics, testified 
to the same effect as the previous witness, and 
added that he had no reason to anticipate any 
such thing until about 3 o'clock on that atter- 
noon, when he heard that negroes had mur- 
dered Dewees Bolton in a neighboring pre- 
cinct, and the ballot box at Graball precinct, 
where there was a large colored majority, had 
been destroyed. Witness had intended to de- 
ley till following Saturday transfer of the box to 
authorities at Brenham, but this intelligence 
inspired him to start at once. Lott’s precinct 
is heavily republican. 

On® cross-examination, witness said there 
were negrogandidates on both tickets. One 
ticket was a straight republican ticket and the 
other a mixed ticket. There was no demo- 
cratic ticket. Some of the candidates on the 
winning ticket had no opposition, being in- 
dorsed by both parties. Some of the successful 
candidates were colored men. Witness had no 
knowledge as to which party was responsible 
for the capture of the box. 

In answer to Mr. Spooner, witness said 
Washington county had usually gone republi- 
can since the war, though it had at times gone 
democratic. There was a goodly colored ma- 
jority in the county, though witness céuld not 
say how large. The Germans held the balance 
e had never known a straight 
democratic ticket to be successful during the 
last ten years until two years ago. When the 
republicans were split up. 

T. M. Jones, a colored school teacher,twenty- 
three years of age, wassworn. Was clerk of 
the election in Fluellyns voting precint at the 
last election. One hundred and fifty-nine votes 
were cast, but on!y 69 of them had been count- 
ed when the count was interrupted by masked 
and armed men, who threatened him with fire- 
aris, and he ran and did not return. It was 
at this precinct and on this evening that De- 
wees Bolton was killed, as was alleged, by Polk 
Hill, a colored man. who was in the room when 
the disguised men entered. Hill had been at 
the polesarmed during the day and witness 
had seen him vote with a gun on his shoulder.

ACTIVITY 


Work Going On as Smoothly as Before the 
Strike, 

New York. February 15.—The business of 
steamehip and railroad companies on the piers 
along the river front has assumed its normal 
condition. and freight is being handled as 
systematically as before the big strike. Many 
old hands have got back, LO work, and the 
ltalians who took the places of strikers are 
now accustomed to the work, and the agents 
say they are as good as their old hands except 
they do not understand English. The men 
now acknowledge they were badly beaten, and 
sume of them are severe in their denunciation 
of the action of their leaders. 

Now that the strike has been formally de- 
clared off, many of the longshoremen who 
have been unable to get their old places back 
are drinking heavily, and several instances of 
assaults upon non-union men, going to or re- 
turning from work. by these drunken 
strikers are reported. The Italians 
who took the places ofthe strik- 
erf on the Morgan Line pier were all 
discharged today and colored men put in their 
places. The foreman at the Morgan pier has 
received instructions from his company to em- 
ploy none of the late strikers, save at the rate 
of twenty-five cents per hour for day work 
and thirty-five cents per hour for night work. 
The strikers demur at these rates and have 
not yet resumed work. When the United 
States weighers and laborers, who were among 
the sympathetic etrikers, wished to return 
to work in Brooklyn, they found platform 
seales substituted for beam scales and other 
changes, which required fewer men, so they 
struck again on their own grievance. From 
kindred causes, there is a good deal of local 
irritation in nearly every trade where labor 
has been interrupted. 

The Erie railroad freight handlers in Jersey 
City today made another effort to get back in 
their old places, but were told that the company 
could give them noemployment. Liquor and 
idleness are doing considerable mischief on the 
New Jersey side of the river, as well as in New 
York and Brooklyn. 


Boston Street Cars Moving. 

Losrox, Febrnary 15.—Everything remains 
quiet in the horse railroad strikes. Camebridge 
ears on the main line have been running every 
four minutes. Company officials state that 
they have plenty of men, but admit that it will 
take time to train them and this they say will 
be done at any cost rather than take back the 
strikers.

A Clever Counterfeit Detected at a Philadel- 
phia Bank. 

PHILADELPHIA, February 15.—The United 
States mint here today secured a counterfeit 
two dollar and a half gold piece of 1552, for 
which it has been in guest for years, for the 
purpose of complefing its cabinev. It was pre- 
sented to Superintendent Fox by L. H. Taylor 
& Co., bankers, who got it in a $10,000 lot from 
the sub-treasury yesterday. This amount of 
gold was forwarded to New York in the afcer- 
noon and this #ne piece was returned this 
morning as a counterfeit. By a Philadelphia 
bank it was pronounced genuine, and acid at 
the snb-treasury subsequentiy failed to show it 
anything but good.

TWO PARLIAMENTS. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S SCHEME FOR IRE- 
LAND'S GOVERNMENT. 


He Propores Separate Parliaments for the Protes- 
tent and Catholic Sections of Ireland—The 
Proposal Opposed by Mr. Morley and 
Otter Irish Statesmen-— Other News. 


Lonpon, February 15.—Messrs. Chamberlain 
and Tevelyan today resumed their couference 
on Irish affairs with Baron Herschell, Harcourt 
and Morley. Chamberlain presented a draft 
of the scheme for the government of Ireland, 
which is.a modification of his former proposals 
for the establishment for provincial councils. 
He would now establish an Ulster parliament 
at Belfast, and another parliament at Dablin, 
both to be subordinate to the imperial parlia- 
ment, the Irish bodies holding executive au- 
thority within their own limits, but the crown 
retaining the appointment of judges and the 
control of customs and excise matters. The 
ecnference lasted several hours. 

Mr. Morley declared his emphatic opposition 
to Chamberlain’s proposals. He saidit would 
be impossible to obtain the assent of Parnel- 
lites or of the bulk of the Gladstone liberals to 
the schome, which had already been rejected 
by Mr. Gladstene.

GERMAN POLITICS. 


Professor Virchow Speaks to a Meeting in 
Berlin. 

BERLIN, February 15.—Professor Virchow, in 
the course of a powerful speech to the electors 
of the second Berlin circle, denounced the vat- 
ican’s interference as the coercion of Catholic 
electors which all Germany should resent. 
Toward the close-of his speech he said: 

If militarism be supreme law. the sovereign to 
which we must sacrifice commerce, industry, every- 
thing, Germany hasabad future in store. War 
will not be averted by one state making always 
greater preparations than a neighboring state. On 
tLe contrary, these preparations must inevitably 
result in a collision. Gur position, mm the event of 
an external attack, is the strongest defensive posi- 
tion, and if a foreign state means to attack us, it 
will certainly not be hindered by a difference of 
41,000 men. 

The final passage was received with enthusi- 
astic cheers, 

The minos{state of siege established at Stettin 
aflects the neighboring towns of Grabow and 
Alldamm and four adjacent districts. 

The report that Crown Prince Frederick 
William was going to Rome to visit the pope is 
semi officially contradicted. 

The North German Gazette confirms the 
statement that no imperial electoral manifesto 
will be issued, It says: 

The emperor, when yoceutly receiving a deputa- 
tion from Oberhausen,so clear yexpressed his wishes 
in regard to the septennate that it is impossible to 
throw new light upon his position. The electors 
know what the emperor expects of them. 

The National Gazette comments on the in- 
terest which is being taken in the pending 
German election by socialists in every part ef 
the world andthe support which they are fur- 
nishing their party friends in Germany. The 
paper refers expecially to the activity in this 
respect of sdcialists in the United States, who, 
it avers, bave already cabled $5,000. One

CUS MAN.

Vistting Foreign Partse-A Row With the Governor 
of Guadolope—R<ported Lost at €ea—Hears of 
Hi: Mother s Death—Other Adventurers— 

Phe Same 0:4 story of Dissipation. 


ON THE TRAIN, February 14.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—Tonight, as we came bowling 
a’ong at a gallop, we noticed the gleam of 
many lights at the quaint old town of Ogle- 
thorpe. Putting my nose against the window, 
I could see far down the track 
a spread of canvas, denoting the 
jresence of a circus.

After briefly stating these 
facts,he proceeded to give me a brief sketch of 
his career a8 a circus man. 

Seme years agohe joined DeHaven’s circus, 
and with the show visited the West Indies and 
South America. 

The cirens made a successful tour of equato- 
rial lands, and started on the return voyage for 
St. Thomas, one of the West India islands. 
They intended coming by a nearer route, but 
there happened to be a row in Nicaraugua and 
the vesse | had to bear of, 
and while the ng natives were 
civen a wide berth, the circus men were con- 
tined to their narrow one foralonger time than 
weseither pleasant or profitable. 

Refore the vovage was over the vessel su(fer- 
ed shipwreck near Cat island, and the papers 
tecmed with black letter headlines, stating that 
the circus h®l_ been lost, and with it Johnnie 
Bent, a native of Atlante, 

Jobnnie Bent was not lost, however, and it 
was his good or ill fortune that brought him 
soine notoriety by throwing him ia contact 
with the high dignitaries of the Isle de Guada- 
loupe.

Ow1nG to abuses connected with Jewish 
marriages in New York city, at the request 
of a number of reputable rabbis the legisla- 
ture bas been asked to interfere. The conse- 
quence is @ bill which only recognizes mar- 
riages performed by the rabbis of chartered 
temples. The rabbis who would thus be 
cut off are indignant. At a recent meet- 
ing the matter was debated. One of the 
speakers said that the present bill would 
prevent so-called rabbis, one of whom owns 
a bar room at No. 54, Hester street, trom 
performing the marriage ceremony. Dr.

He 
claimed that the bill was meant to enrich 
five rabbis, and deprive the fifty-five others 
of means of subsistence. The debate be- 
tween the two rabbis grew excited at times, 
and Dr. Weiss at last left the meeting in dis- 
gust. Mr. Fuchs drew attention to the 
Hebrew tradition that if a Hebrew went up 
to a girl, handed her a piece of money and 
she accepted it, this would be regarded asa 
marriage. 
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The Blaine Party on a Spree. 

Last Saturday night a number of republi- 
cans, who try to be patriotic without exactly 
knowing how, had a drinking bout in honor 
of the memory of Abraham Lincoln. Just 
how a banguet could be supposed to honor 
the memory of such a man, who was always 
beyond the comprehension of the party he 
represented, we do fot understand. In spite 
of our lack of gumption on this point, how- 
ever, the aforesaid banquet took place. 

There was a good deal of gormandizing 
and rather more than the usual amount of 
guzzling, to say nothing of the speech- 
making. The New York Herald, which 
usually keeps its eyes and ears open, says 
that the gormandizing and guzzling were in 
behalf of Brother Blaine and were not in- 
tended as a tribute to Lincoln. 

This information is gratitying indeed. 
Better by far that the gormandizing and guz- 
zling should go on in behalf of a typical 
modern republican like Blaine than that it 
should go on in behalf of the memory of a 
typical American like Lincoln. The loaves 
and the fishes and the swill-tub belong to 
the Blaine era. 


The New York Southern Society. 

The first annual dinner of the New York 
Southern society will be given at the Hotel 
Brunswick on the 22d, the birthday of the 
father of his country. This announcement 
has already been made by telegraph. The 
dinner will be in the nature of a reunion of 
the southern element in New York, which is 
composed of some of the most prominent 
aml active business men of that city. This 
element is larger than many would sup- 
pose: so large, indeed, that the largest din- 
ing hall of the Hotel Biunswick cannot 
accommodate them all. 

In the announcement of the society it is 
stated that the recent speech of Mr. Henry 
W. Grady at the banquet of the New Eng- 
land society, will give the cue to the ad- 
dresses, which will cover a wide field. The 
preface which accompanies the constitution 


and by-laws of the society is as follows : 

The present seems a fitting time for the estab 
lishment of asouthern society. We have already 
in New York societies for the preservation of many 
of the distinctive elements of our national charac- 
ter. The New England society perpetuates the 
Puritan virtues that have given to the American 
some of his best and most endurable characteris 
tics. The St. Patrick’s alliance cherishes and fos- 
ters those admirable traits and qualities imparted 
to us by the Celtic race. The Holland society pre- 
ferves and exalts the excellencies of our Dutch an 
cestors. The Huguenot, St. Andrew and various 
other eminent and flourishing societies claim the 
full heritage of mora] intellectual worth be- 
queathed to us by the illustrious ancestors they 
1¢} resent. 

Since the abolition "of slavery the distinct and 
peculiar social organization of the old south has be- 
come so essentially modified by the exizencies of 
the change in its political economy that it has prac- 
tically ceased to exist, and the south of today 
forms but one compound and concordant part ofa 
now homogenous whole. But the best of the old 
influences still] survive and will be long recognized 
as formative agents in the development of the 
national character. 

Now that the prejudices engendered by the war 
are dead, we, who are of southern birth or ances- 
try, believing that the south has contributed her 
quota of what is good in American life, would or- 
ganize to perpetuate what is best in the customs, 
manner and characters of ourancestors. With such 
objects this society has been formed, and, to be 
effective, should act with promptress, since the 
knowledge to be preserved rests in large measure 
in the memories of those whose lease of life cannot 
now have long to run. 

To effect these purposes, the society will gather 
all existing books and writing illustrative of south- 
ern life; will endeavor to induce and encourage 
those peculiarly cognizant of southern traditions 
and customs to commit their knowledge to writing 
that it be not lost, and will honor and promote au- 
thors who have written or shall write upon these 
subjects, and will undertake to fix and set forth the 
influence of the southern element in the develop- 
ment of the national character. The society will 
not trench upon the domain of controversial his- 
tory, or permit the discussion or introduction of po- 
litical or seetional differences, but will devote 
itself to the commemoration of southern social life, 
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ance and social intercourse of southern residents of 
New York, the extension of proper courtesies to 
nen-resident southerners, who may from time to 
time visit the city and desire to avail themselves of 
the privileges and advantages which the society 
may rrovide, and the proffer of sympathy and a 
helping hand to deserving cases of misfortune or 
distress among us. As the membership warrants 
the outlay, the society will provide full and proper 
conveniences for the due fulfilment of its social 
objects. 

such are the aims and ends of those who have 
founded this society. It is believed that they will 
meet with general approval. In the completion 
and execution of the details through which they 
will be made effective, the suggestion and co-oper- 
ation of all southerners are earnestly besought, 


All this is admirable, and it is none the 
less admirable if, as may happen, the society 
should fail to carry out to the very letter so 
extensive a programme. It will be sufficient 
for all purposes if the organization shall be 
able to preserve and perpetuate all that is 
worthy of preservation and perpetuation in 
the old civilization of the south. 


Johnny Crapean Carries Off the Pie 


It bas been understood all along that the 
coming American novelist would portray 
the romantic side of our great civil war. 

From time to time critics, essayists and 
other piddlers in literature have called at- 
tention to this inviting theme. But it was 
agreed that there were difficulties in the 
way. It would not do to serve up our frat- 


ricidal struggle as a literary tid-bit until its | 


rough edges had been worn off by time. It 
was generally admitted that our coming noy- 
elist would find bis pie somewhere in this 
direction, but just here our literateurs came 
to a full stop. They suggested, predicted 
and did everything but tackle the subject in 
earnest. 

And now a nimble little Frenchman e Iges 
his way through the crowd and captures the 
prize. This bold raider is Jules Verne, and 
it goes without saying that he has helped 
himself to everything in sight. The title of 
his forthcoming story, ‘‘North and South: a 
Romance of the Civil War in America,’’ isa 
sufficient intimation that he is dealing with 
a big thing in a big way. 

It is a pity that Johnny Crapean should 
have stolen a march on us, but we deserved 
it. For nearly a generation our, coming 
novelists, for there were two of them, a 
northerner and a southerngr, have been 
glowering at each other, and bragging about 
the great unwritten war novel. 

It is useless to damn Jules Verne’s story 
in advance. He has shown his ability to in- 
terest the million, and the verdict of the 
literary upper ten will not count. After 
all, what an author wants is to be read by 
the million. The patronage of the upper 
ten would not support him. The Frenche 
man will give us a virile, vivid and graphic 
story. He may be a little behind on facts, 
but a man with his imagination can get 
along without facts. .1lerhaps our dilatory, 
namby-pamby novelists needed just sucha 
lesson. At any rate, they have lost their 
pie, and when we taste it we shall be made 
to feel that it is an important luxury. 


Bismarck on Guard. 

When the opponents of the army bill lay 
stress upon the peaceful relations existing 
between France and Germany, Bismarck is 
ready for them. The veteran statesman’s 
picture of the situation is well calculated to 
xcite alarm , : 

‘‘We live in a state of peace,’’ he said, the 
other day, ‘‘but look at the French prepara- 
Look at the building of barracks, 
Look at General Loulanger’s position. 
Think of the general outcry of the French 
Patriotic League during sixteen years, and 
then consider what we have to fear from 
France!’’ 

This is a strong way of putting it, and;it 
is justified by the facts of the case. France 
is undoubtedly on a better war footing than 
Germany. Her preparations are utterly 
irreconcilable with her pacific professions, 
Beyond all question she means to fight. 

Bismarck is tired of this state of affairs. 
He prefers the clash of arms to ‘‘the dreadful 
note of preparation.’’ It has been hinted 
that he may forestall the approaching strug- 
gle on the septennate bill by precipitating 
the country into a war with France. The 
wisdom of such a policy would be question- 
able, but just at present itis difficult to 
suggest a policy that would be wise. 


Macon's New Move. 

We congratulate the people of Macon on 
the citizens’ meeting, the procedings of 
which were reported in yesterday’s ConsTI- | 
TUTION. In all sincerity and earnestne:s 
we hope that that meeting is but the bezin- 
ning of a co-operative campaign that will 
double Macon’s population and wealth. 

We do not set Atlanta up as an example, 
but in the matter of co-operation there is 
perhaps no city in America that cannot find 
useful lessons in the record of this city. This 
was the only Georgia city that was rebuilt 
entirely after the war. There were no rich 
men to begin and maintain the work of con- 
verting the waste of ashes into a prosperous 
metropolis. Almost everybody was well-to- 
do, but few were rich in the larger sense of 
the word. The people reali hat only by 
general and active co-operation could any- 
thing effective be done, consequently they 
came together, each man contributed his 
mite, each did his share of the work, each 
took part in the canvass of the city] The re- 
sult was magical. Everything that was at- 
tempted was made a success. What would 
have discouraged one man was easy work to 
a hundred. When one contingent thonght 
of stopping work, the others were ready with 
encouraging words, so that through co- 
operation—through the shoulder to shoulder 
principle—Atlanta has been converted in 
twenty years from a pile of fishes to a city of 
65,000 people, that supports seventy churche , 
sends 7,000 children to free schools and has 
eight million dollars invested in manufac- 
tures. 

When Macon learns the value of co-oper- 
ative principle she will find the rest easy. 
When she can interest two hundred of her 
most active citizens in the growth and prog- 
ress of the city, there is nothing within rea- 
son she cannot accomplish. We say, God 
speed that day. The good-natured rivalry 
between Macon and Atlanta should embitter 
neither, but inspire both. We believe we 
speak for the people of Atlanta when we 
wish Macon the best that can come to her, 
or promise that whatever she may do At- 
lanta will try to do a little better, so that by 
the force of competition and of example each 
city will help the other.

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THE SCORPIONS 


Habits of a Common Pest--Effects of the 
Sting--A Happy Family. 
Fannie B. Ward in Boston Transcript. 

One of the most common pests in Mexico 
are the alcarans, or scorpions, for during certain 
seasons ef the year they are as numerous as flies 
around a sugar house. They are within the cracks 
of the wall, between bricks of the tiles of the floor, 
hiding inside your garments, darting every where 
with inconceivable rapidity, their tails (the ‘‘bus- 
iness end’’ which holds the sting) feady to fly up 
with dangerous effect upon the slightest provoca- 
tion. Turn up a corner of the rug or table spread, 
end you disiurb a fiourishing colony of them; 
shake your shoes in the morning, and out they 
flop; throw your bath sponge into the water, and 
half dozen of them dart out of its cool depths, into 
which they had wriggled for a siesta; in short, 
every article you touch must be treated like a dose 
of medicine—“‘to be well shaken before taken.”’ 
§jThe average scdrpion is mahogany-hued, and 
a cut two inches long; but Ihave seen themgas 
long as fiveinches. The small, yellowish variety 
are considered most dangerous, and their bite is 
most apprehended at midday. In Durango they 
are black and soalarmingly numerous—having 
been allowed to breed for centuries in the deserted 
mines—that the government offers a reward per 
head (or rather per tail) to whoever will kill 
them. Their sting is seldom fatal, but itis more 
or less s¢vere, according to the state of the system. 
Victims have been known to remain for days 
in convulsions, foaming at the mouth, with 
stomach swelled as in dropsy; while others do not 
suffer much more than from a bee sting. The com- 
mon remedies are brandy, takenin sufficient quane- 
tities to stupefy the patient. ammonia, adminis- 
tered both externally and internally, boiled silk 
and guaiacum. It is ‘hlso of use to press a large key, 
or other tube, on the wound to force out part of the 
poison. 

As most of my readers are aware, this species of 
insect—a genus of Arachnida, of the order Pulmo 
naria—are distinguished from other spiders by hav- 
ing the abdomen articulated, with a sharp, curved 
spur at the extremity, beneath which are two 
pores from which the venom flows, supplied by 
two poison glands at the base of the segment. The 
anterior pair of feet, or palpi, are modified into 
pincers or claws, like those of the lobster, by 
which it seizes its prey, while the other feet 
resemble those of ordinary spiders. Natural- 
ists divide the genus into sub-genera, ac- 
cording to the number of their eyes, 
wrether six, eight or twelve. They eat the eggs of 
spiders and also feed on beetles and other insects, 
piercing the prey with their stingers again and 
again before beginning the meal. When alarmed 
or irritated a scorpion “shows fight’ immediately, 
running about and waving his sting in all direc- 
tions, for attack or defense, evidently aware of its 
power. 

The young scorpions are produced at astonish- 
ingly frequent intervals, the mother displaying far 
more regard for her offspring than their vicious 
natures seem to justify. During their brief infaacy 
sbe carries them about clinging in igreat numbers 
to her back, limbs and tail, never leaving her re- 
treat for a moment, unless, overburdened by their 
weight her bold relaxes trom the wall and down 
falis the whole happy family ina wad. The un- 
gratefulchildren generally reward the maternal de- 
yotion by destroying the.mother as soon as they 
are old enough, tearing her piecemeal with the 
greatest ferocity.

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EMPEROR OF MILLIONS. 


The Ruler of China Takes the Reins of Gov- 
ernment Into His Hands. 


Advices from Pekin say that the emperor 
has assumed the goverment. Smallpox carried off 
Tung-che, the late emperor of China, at the age of 
eighteen, on January 12, 1875. Itis the custom in 
China for the sovereign to appoint his successor 
from the members of his family of @ younger gen- 
eration than hisown. This Tung-che had neglect- 
edtodo. The widow of his predecessor, Hung- 
fung, joined with Prince Ch’un, her brother-in-law, 
and brought about the election of Tsai-tien, the 
son of Prince Ch’un, as emperor, and for the first 
time in the annals of the Tsing dynasty the suc- 
cession to the throne passed out of the direct line. 
The dowager empress herself became regent. She 
Was a woman of great tact and skill, and had been 
regent after the death of her husband during the 
minority of Tung-che. 

Tsai-tien, who succeeded under the title of 
k Wang-sen, or ‘succession of glory,’’ isthe ninth 
emperor of China of the Tartar dynasty of T’sing, 
which succeeded the native dynasty in the year 
lé44. The surname of the iamily is Gioro—that is, 
golder—and, according to tradition, was given to 
their first ancestral chief, Aisin ‘ifora, because he 
was the sonofa divine virgin. About the year 
1730 the tribe of Tartars to which the family be- 
longed drove out the native rulers and occapied 
the northern provinces of China. Pekin was their 
Capital for many years, and in the course of time 
the present T’sing dynasty of emperors was found- 
ed by them. The word “T’sing,’’ which means 
pure, was adopted as a surname to signify what 
would be the character of the administration 
which they set up. 

Trai-tien was born on August 15, 1871. He 
therefore, a little more than three 
years of age when he was carried, 
“cross and sleepy as he was,”’1n the presence of 
the conclave of Manchu princes, princessess, and 
the dowsger empress and the empress mother, who 
met in one of the secret chambers of the palace, 
and there solemnly declared Tsai-tien as the 
hwaneti. 

The emperor was vaccinated when an infant be- 
fore his high destiny wes thought of: otherwise it 
would have been difficult to vaccinate him, for, 
his person being sacred when emperor, no lancet 
can touch him. His mother, the princess of Ch’tun 
who is a sister of the empress of the west, was raised 
to the rank of empress dowager when he became 
sixteen, and his father was made tai shang huang. 
On April 18, 1881, the empress dowager died, leav- 
ing the principal governing authority in the hands 
of her colleague, the empress mother, Tsze An, by 
whom the regency has been conducted to the pres- 
ent time. 

Under the tender care of his instructors the em- 
peror learned the noble art of how to govern 
China. It was part of his imperial training thata 
hakachautze, or “whipping boy,’’ was appointed 
to suffer for the faults of his imperial master. I 
matters of pleasure the wants or wishes of th 
youthful ruler were not overlooked. Attention 
was paid to his exercises and sports.

Recognizing the duty I owed the government 
to conduct myself with decency under all cir- 
cumstances, I could not join in with him and 
bandy epithets with him.

Hesaid he 
could give proper reasons for the removal of 
Chisholm. | told him I had not come to de- 
mand the reasons, and only wanted to 
state to him, in a friendly way, 
that even then it was reported onthe streets 
that he was going to remove Chisholm beeause 
Chisholm had been instrumental in ferreting 
out frauds committed by one of Crenshaw’s 
bondsmen.

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THE PROPOSED FAIR ON A REGU- 
LAR BOOM. 


A Talk With Mr. H. I. Kimball, Who Was 
Director General of ths Cotton. EBxpo- 
sition—He Says the Piedmont Fair 
Wil Be a Grand Scheme, 


The Piedmont exposition boom is “on.” 

The State Agricultural society makes five or 
six thousand dollarsa year clear ef expenses 
on its annual fairs. It has no expense, wha‘ 
ever, except to go tothe grounds when the 
keys are turned over to it, with every build- 
ing in order and the city of Macon paying the 
expenses of the police. It has no expense ex- 
cept torun the fair and pay the premiums. The 
gate receipts and sales of privileges have put 
five or six thousand dollars of net profit yearly 
into the treasury of §the (State Agricultural 
society. 

There is no doubt that an organization cov- 
ering the Picdmont region for the purpose of 
holding an annual fair in Atlanta would do as 
well as the State Agricultural society or much 
better. Through the Driving Park association 
and the money furnished by the city the Pied- 
mont Exposition company would be enabled to 
go to its grounds just exactly as the State Ag- 
ricultural society goes to the fair grounds in 
Macon—without a dollar’s expense except to 
run the fair. Under that plan the 
association ought to make ten thousand dollars 
clean money every year, which could go into 
the improvement of the grounds or its pre- 
mium list or the erection of an exposition 
building in the city. When Atlanta was but 
half its present size and with simply a local 
fair the association ran for years without cost- 
ing the promoters a cent. With four annual 


fairs now, the company ought to 
be able to make $59,000. Kvery- 
body who is approached on the 


subject takes a lively interest in the matter 
and is willing to subscribe. 

A meeting will be called this week and sig- 
natures of those who will interest themselves 
will be taken. It is proposed to make the 
shares of stock $500 each, on which an assess- 
ment of twenty per cent, or 3100 per share, 
will be called the first year. The probabilities 
are that no other assessment will ever be made 
and that the first assessment will be returned 
at the end of the first fair. 

‘Atlanta can certainly do as well with the 
Piedmont fair as Macon has done for the state 
fuir, and Macon has made $6,000 a year for the 
state agricultural society. 

MR. H. I. KIMBALL INTERVIEWED. 

Mr. H. I. Kimball, now of New York, who 

is in the city for a few days, was interviewed 


yesterday in reference to the  pro- 
posed fair. Mr, Kimball made fame for him- 
selfand Atlanta, through the cotton exposi. 


tion of 1481. He wasdirector general of that 
great show which has gone down iu history as 
the most evenly successful ex position ever held 
on this continent. 

In reply toaquestion Mr. Kimball said:— 
If the people would take the time to look 
over my report of the exposition of 1531, which 
I studied and wrote from knowledge and facts 
that were before me then, thoy wou!d under- 
stand my views in regard to the value of ex- 
positiens. In brief, let me say that there is no 
such educator, there is nothing that will bring 
the people te know each other better, and if it 
is even local it brings the people from the 
mountains and the seaboard together. They 
learn of products of @Mer localities than their 
own. They learn more by yisiting one expo- 
sition than they could learn otherwise in fifty 
years,’ 

‘Whkatabout the Piedmont fair?” 

“T have read with interest what has been 
published in THe CONSTITUTION, and there is 
in my judgment no question as to the advant- 
ages or the succers of §the fair, provided the 
scheme is broad enough and the management 
sufficiently liberal... A week's time is not 
enough. The fair should cover at least thirty 
daysandin my judgment forty-five days 
would be better. People who have minerals, 
manufactured goods or agricultural products, 
or anything that is worthy 
of exhibition for the purpose 
of showing the possibilities of a country, will 
not take the trouble to send them fur a week's 
show. You should bear in mind that whether 
your fair is held six days, six weeks, or six 
months, at least one-third of the time wi!! be 
consumed in getting the exhibits in order, and 
in getting the matter before the people.” 

“What is your opinion of the Piedmont sec- 
tion ?” 

“T have been saying for nearly twenty years, 
saying it here and saying it everywhere, pr'- 
vately and publicly, and I am very glad to 
have an opportunity of repeating it now, that 
I think, considering everything, climate, lo- 
cality, its mineral and agricultural possibilities, 
that: it is the grandest section on the 
face of the earth. If I could only have im- 
pressed the people here and elsewhere us I have 
been impressed by the Viedmont region, I 
would today have had more millions than 
Colene) Mulberry Sellers ever dreamed of.” 

“Would the Piedmont fair pay the stock- 
holders?” 

“Under proper management the money 
might be returned, but my observation is that 
the press and public are not so quick to take an 
interest In an enterprise in which the pro- 
moters expect to make money directly for 
themselves. Let Atlanta put up the money 
and let her peopie take hold, and the results 
will be tenfold more satisfactory. What is put 
in should be as bread cast upon the waters, and 
my word for it, it will return.” 

“Of course Atlanta is the place ’” 

“When the cotton exposition was to be 
located, and all the cities of the south were in 
the list to be selected from, there was no diiti- 
culty in settling upon Atlanta. For the Pied- 
mont fair, Atlanta is by all odds the best 
place.”

FORGING A CHECK, 


Tracing Back a Forgery Committed Nearlya 
Year Aga. 

A curious casé of forgery has just come to 
light. 

(on the sth day of May, 1-86, one of the em- 
ployes of the revenue department requested 
Collector Crenshaw to cash a check for 3175, 
and the request was complied with, The 
check was drawn by J. W. Cabiness, of Macon, 
on Maddox, Rucker & Co., Atlanta. It was 
dated May the 7th and made payable to the 
order of DeSassure & Bartlett, Macon, who in- 
dorsed it, making it payable to the order of W. 
T. Cole, of Griffin, who in turn indorsed it 
and made it payable to the order 
of the Gate City National bank, which sent it 
for collection to the: makers, Messrs. Maddox, 
Rucker & Co,, who promptly paid the amount 

Yesterday morning Mr. W. T. Cole, of Grif- 
fin, came to Atlanta. He went to Messrs. Mad- 
dox, Rucker & Co., and‘informed them that his 
name had been forged tothe check; that he 
never signed itand never received the money 
or any equivalent therefor. He ‘insisted that 
he should b freimbursed for the $175, and the 
firm recognizing the justice ef the demand, 
paid itin full. 

Thereupon Mr. Cole proceeded to the office 
of a justice of the peace and swore out a war- 
rant against his traveling salesman, charging 
him with forgery. 

Messrs. Maddox, Rucker & Co., then went 
back upon the bank and got their money. The 
bank went back upon Collector Crenshaw and 
got the $175. Collector Crenshaw will go back 
upon the man from whom he received it, and 
Mr. Trammell will, in turn, try to get his 
money from the original indorsers, and they 
will proceed against the persons from whom 
they gotit. Finally the money will be de- 
manded of the clerk, who is charged with 
forging the check; that is, if the authorities 
succeed in capturing him.

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“KILLED ON HI HES “TRIP. 


A GEORGIA PACIFIC PACIFIC TRAIN HAND 
CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


McKelvey. a Doug'asville Boy, Goes to Birmingham 
for Work—He Fails to Finditand Finally 
Starts Out on a Freight Train—He 
Meets With a Gorrible Dzath. 


George W. McKelvey, a:train bandon a Georgia 
Pacific freight train, was cutin two by car wheels 
yesterday morning just before day near the (reors 
gia state line. 

McKelvey’s deaih was a horrible one. 

The train by which the train hand lost his life 
was under commani! of Conductor Charley Turner, 
of Atlanta. The train left Birmingham night be- 
fore last soon after midnight, and moved alone 
smoothly until thestate line had been passed. A 
few miles from the state line isa station, at which 
some cars had ‘been left for the _ train. 
When the station was reached Conductor Turner 
brought his train to a halt onthe main line and in- 
structed his train men to cut the train apart just 
where he wanted to couple the cars on the side 
track.. Mckelvey was one of the men who was 
brought into the service, and the duty assigned him 
was to couple the loose cars to the train when it 
was pushed back on the side track. He took his 
position in front of the Cars, and as the train was 
pushed back, raised to link. The moving cars roll- 
ed back slowly and struck those standing stil! with 
force. Then the bumpers between a half dozen 
cars rattled together and the engineer 
looked backward out ofhis eac windew for the 
train hand’s lantern, which should signal him to 
move his lever, The lantern did not appear and 
after waiting a half minute forit the engineer be- 
came. satisfied that something wrong had occurred 
and sent his fireman back to see. At the place where 
the coupling was to be made the fireman founda 
lantern but conld notsee thetrainhand. The lan- 
tern was flat upon the proundagne fearing that the 
train hand had been hurt the fireman gaye an 
alarm. As his voice died 
heard = an unearthly groan almost at 
his feet, and by stooping down saw 
McKe'vey lying upon .the ground half under the 
train. The ‘alarm brought Conductor Turner and 
others of the crew to the fireman, and by the light 
of their lanterns they disc overed the unfortunate 
train hand lying upon the track cut almostin two 
with the ponderous wheels of one of the cars rest- 
ing upon him. He wasstillalive but was rapidly 
sinking. The conductor at once began a work of 
rescue. The car w ar up and the dying mar 
lifted out.and carried to the cab, but before he 
reached the cab death had relieved him. 

The accident caused quite a delay, and when the 
morning passenger train came by 
the dead man was placed on it 
and brought to his home at Douglasville. McKel- 
vey was just twenty-two years of age and was born 
and reared in Douglas crunty. He. worked ona 
farm all his life untila monthago when he went 
to Birmingham, He did notsucceed well in the 
magic city and Monday secured a place as train 
hand on the Georgia Pacific. He had never work- 
ed on a railroad a day in his life and was killed on 
bis first trip.
